BONN, Germany (Aft—Opposition 
Socialists rallied their forces to­ 
day for a last ditch—bu t apparent­ 
ly hopeless—stru ggle to block the 
Paris treaties rear ming West Ger­ 
many . 
As the parliam entary battle ov er 
ratification entered its third day , 
the clashing lawmakers faced the 
prospect of an all-night session be­ 
fore reaching a v ote. All hope for 
French approv al of German sov ­ 
ereignty and rearm am ent rested 
on the ou tcome. 
Despite the fierceness of t h e 
fight, Chancellor Konrad Adenau er 
seemed certain of v ictory in his 
driv e to pu sh the pacts throu gh 
the Bu ndestag, the lower Hou se of 
the West German Parliam ent. 
The Socialists virtually conceded 
defeat in advance by summoning 
party chiefs to a conference im­ 
mediately after the close of debate 
‘to consider the new political sit­ 
uation.” 
There was no clear indication 
when the final vote might come 
Using near-filibuster tactics of long 
speeches and frequent interrup­ 
tions, the opponents of the pacts 
have delay ed the proceedings so 
much that today ’s schedule showed 
a big backlog of speakers. 
Although the Bundestag rarely 
sits after midnight, the govern­ 
ment anxious for quick ratifica­ 
tion, was ready to continue t h e 
debate into Sunday morning if nec­ 
essary to reach an end at t hi s 
sitting. 
The House was scheduled to take 
a semifinal vote after all sections 
of the treaties have been discussed. 
Then Adenauer and Socialist party 
Chief Erich Ollenhauer were to 
make their last bid for support 
before the final ballot. 
If approved, t h e ratification 
laws must be returned to the Bun- 
desrat (upper House) for final ac­ 
tion before being sent to President 
Theodor Heuss for his signature. 
The four treaty laws before the 
Bundestag would; 
1. End the 16 -y ear Allied occupa­ 
tion of West Germany . 
2. Authorize the Western B i g 
Three Powers — France, Britain 
and the United States—to main­ 
tain armed forces in West Ger­ 
many . 
3. Admit West Germany into the 
7 -nation West European Union and 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization. 
4. “ Europeanize” the strategic 
Saar. 
The government seemed certain 
to win overwhelming majorities on 
the first three. Only the trouble­ 
some Saar agreement face a close 
squeeze. 
Under the agreement, the Saar 
would be controlled by a European 
commission. The heavily -industri­ 
alized area, German before World 
War II, is now autonomous but tied 
economically to France.

JEFFERSON CITY W—For the 
first time in many y ears the peo­ 
ple are taking a long look at the 
pu blic school sy stem in Missou ri. 
Willy Nilly , the Legislatu re is do­ 
ing the same. For the Legislatu re 
is the arm of gov ernment closest 
to the people. It has to reflect the 
v iews of the v oters. 
The problem is complex . It goes 
way back to the time when the 
people of a stru ggling y ou ng dem­ 
ocracy decided they needed pu blic 
schools they decided schools were 
important. They u ndertook to tax 
themselv es to pay for them. 
Ov er the y ears a lot of things 
happened. Ev ery one knows how 
‘the little red school hou se” grad­ 
u ally gav e way to “ consolidated” 
schools. The school bu ses came 
with better roads. And more and 
more of the neighborhood 
k i d s 
went off somewhere to college 
Added Problems 
It all added u p to problems — 
both for the family and the state. 
Where do we get the money ? How 
are we going to edu cate these kids 
— the citizen*! of tomorrow? 
Basically , that is the problem 
facing the cu rrent session of the 
Missou ri Legislatu re. It bothers the 
legislators more than many of the 
other problems before them be­ 
cau se it's a problem that strikes 
home. 
* 
They can solv e penal and hospit­ 
al problems by appropriating mon­ 
ey and passing a few basic laws. 
There hasn’t been mu ch argu ment 
cn those things. 


Bu t schools? That’s something 
else. Ev ery one has some of t h e 
answers and no one has the final 
solu tion. You get a plan worked 
ou t—and here come the war babies 
to make it ou t of date. 
If Gov . Phil M. Donnelly h a s 
any ideas on the su bject he has 
kept silent, leav ing the problem to 
the Legislatu re. 
Two y ears ago Donnelly v etoed 
a so-called “bonu s” appropriation 
of $9 J/4 million in state aid f or 
schools. That became a su bject of 
bitter controv ersy in the 1954 cam­ 
paign. The end resu lt was that the 
gov ernor had no specific recom­ 
mendations on school aid when the 
Legislatu re conv ened last month. 
Since then all kinds of propoaals 
hav e been adv anced — inclu ding 
one to legalize betting on horse 
races in order to help the hu man 
race throu gh more school aid. 
Any body ’s Guess 
What will happen? It’s any one’s 
gu ess at this point in the life of 
the fiv e-month Legislatu re. Right 
now the only safe bet is that solu ­ 
tion of the problem won’t 
c om e 
withou t a lot of fighting. 
That was borne ou t in the Sen­ 
ate this past week. 
A bill to change the whole sy s­ 
tem of state aid for schools came 
u p for action. It was stalled by 
opponents who fell back on Senate 
traditions to delay a v ote. It is 
ex pected to come u p again nex t 
week. 
Traditionally , Missouri has set 
aside one-third of its general rev­ 


enu e for school aid. That amou nt­ 
ed to abou t $45 million this school 
y ear. 
Thu rsday , the Hou se passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to in­ 
crease the amou nt to 37 *6 per cent 
or abou t $6 million more a y ear. 
Bu t the “fou ndation” bill t h e 
Senate has been fighting abou t 
abandons the flat percentage theo­ 
ry entirely . Its sponsors say that 
for the first time it wou ld p u t 
school aid on a basis of good edu ­ 
cation for the child instead of a 
formu la geared to so mu ch money 
for this district and so mu ch for 
that one. 
Wins Ev ery Test 
On ev ery test so far, backers of 
the new plan hav e won in t h e 
Senate. If it passes there, it still 
mu st face the Hou se. And in the 
Hou se a small v oice from one dis­ 
trict can make a lot of noise ov er 
the pu blic address sy stem. 
After the school aid oratory is 
ov er, the Legislatu re has another 
school problem — ju st as tou gh. 
How abou t the colleges and u ni­ 
v ersities? 
The states “Little Hoov er’ Com­ 
mission didn’t ex actly call that 
field chaotic. Bu t it came pretty 
close. 
It said no stu dy ev er had been 
made of the ov erlapping fu nctions 
in this field and it su ggested some­ 
thing shou ld be done, and be done 
qu ickly . 
So far the Legislature has been 
too busy with other things to get 
around to that one.

The Church Pro­ 
claims The Gospel 
By Clint H. Denman 
The rapid growth of the Christian 
church during the first century of 
the Christian era was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that the followers 
of Jesus did two things: 
1. They obeyed the command of 
Jesus to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. 
2. They depended implicitly on 
His promise that Jesus would go 
with them and be with them al­ 
ways. 
The command included taking 
the gospel of salvation to all peo­ 
ple, regardless of race, 
color or 
condition. The beUef in salvation 
for all was a new ‘doctrine to the 
first followers of Jesus. Before 
their association with Him, they 
had been tautfit to believe that sal­ 
vation was for only a small seg­ 
ment of humanity, that some folks 
were not even capable of receiving 
this priceless gift of God. 
While it is believed that all of 
the eleven of the original disci­ 
ples of Jesus finally overcame their 
prejudices 
concerning 
specially 
favored people, Paul was perhaps 
the first to realize fully that God’s 
love and saving grace could be 
accepted by any person anywhere 
and at any time. 
It has taken some professing 
Christian people a long time to 
learn that Jesus came to save all 
mankind, not just white folks or 
people who live in certain countries 
or those who belong to some par­ 
ticular church, party or club. 
There have been, and perhaps 
still are, certain would-be church 
leaders who refuse to believe that 
Jesus meant what He said when 
He commanded His followers to 
preach the Gospel to every crea­ 
ture. There have been some church 
denominations that have made no 
effort to inchide the heathen a- 
mong those needing the gospel of 
Jesus. And, because of that atti­ 
tude, such denominations no long­ 
er exist. It is a well known fact 
that those 
church organizations 
which have been and are m o s t 
missionary in their outuok are the 
ones that have been and are of 
greatest worth to the Kingdom of 
God. 
And so the early Christian lead­ 
ers were effective in their work of 
extending the Kingdom of God be­ 
cause they obeyed the command 
of Jesus to include all mankind in 
that kingdom. Effective Christian 
workers have don^ that in all the 
succeeding centuries. 
Those early Christian leaders al­ 
so found that Jesus kept His prom­ 
ise to be with them. He was indeed 
with them in all the trials and per­ 
secutions which they suffered and 
has been with all Christian work­ 
ers who have dared to proclaim 
His blessed gospel. 
Paul declared that for him to 
live was Christ and that the Christ 
‘‘lives in men” A sustaining faith 
in Jesus enabled Paul and his as- j 
sociates to take the Gospel to the 
gentiles and to see many of them 
accept it. Such a faith became the 
solid foundation against which the 
“gates of hell” could not prevail. 


The early disciples of Jesus were 
also encouraged to proclaim His 
gospel because they knew it was 
based on the best morals the world 
had ever known. They had seen 
Jesus heal the sick, open deaf ears, 
make blind eyes to see, cleanse 
lepers, restore reason to the in­ 
sane, give Hie to the dead. They 
had seen Him exemplify those 
heavenly virtues of kindness, gen­ 
tleness, meekness, unselfishness, 
sympathy, mercy and love. They 
had seen Jesus extend the helping 
hand to thousands of needy people. 
More than that, the first disci­ 
ples of Jesus had seen Him give the 
power to do such helpful, kindly 
deeds to His followers. They had 
confidence in a cause that was bas­ 
ed on such an attitude toward man­ 
kind. So confident were those dis­ 
ciples that such a cause would 
prevail they were willing to risk 
their lives in telling others about it, 
knowing full well that, if they fell 
in doing so, others would take up 
the work and carry it to victory. 
That is what did happen. 
The early messengers of the gos­ 
pel of Jesus were also sustained 
by the experience of their own 
lives — the personal experience of 
the transforming, saving power of 
Him who alone can transform and 
save. Messengers of the Christian 
church have always been sustain­ 
ed by that power as they have ef­ 
fectively proclaimed the gospel of 
Him who declared, "I am He that 
liveth, and was dead, and behold 
am alive forevermore.”

Social Security Booklet 
Availa ble for Farmers 
Social Security for farm families, 
how it works and what farm ers 
need to do about it are ex plained 
in a booklet just issued under the 
joint sponsorship of the Internal 
Revenue Service and the Social 
Security Administration. It is now 
being mailed to every rural a nd 
star route box holder in the 52 coun­ 
ties making up the St. Louis Dis­ 
trict, it was announced today by 
Mr. Gus F. Koehler, District Di­ 
rector of Internal Revenue Service. 
This booklet is directed to t h e 
self-employed farm er, farm em­ 
ployers, 
and 
farm 
workers — 
approx imately 5*6 million in all — 
who were brought under social se­ 
curity on January 1. The purpose 
of the publication i s to acquaint 
them with their benefits and tax 
obligations under the old-age and 
survivors insurance program . The 
mailing to rural box holders in this 
area is part of a nationwide dis­ 
tribution to farm people. These 
farm ers who do not receive a copy 
through this mailing may obtain 
one from the District Director of 
Internal Revenue or from the near­ 
est social security office. 
The booklet stresses the need for 
self-employed farm ers and hired 
farm workers to apply for a so­ 
cial security account card if they 
do not already have orne, it also 
points out to the farm operator 
who 
employs 
workers 
that 
he 
should secure an agricultural em­ 
ployer’s identification number. Ex ­ 
amples are given of the monthly 
benefit payments for themselves 
and their families toward which 
farm ers are now building under 
the old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance program. 
One section of the booklet is de­ 
voted to ex planations of how and 
when a farm operator must report 
his own and his worker’s farm 
earnings. The farm operator will 
report his earnings from self-em­ 
ployment on the same return on 
which he reports Federal income 
tax . He will pay self-employment 
tax for each tax able year ending 
after 1954 in which his net earn­ 
ings from self-employment a r e 
$400 or more. If the farm operator 
reports his income tax on a calen­ 
dar year basis, his first report and 


pay ment of self-employ ment tax 
will be made for the calendar y ear 
1955, and will be due not later 
than April 15, 1956. 
If a farm operator has a worker 
to whom he ex pects to pay at least 
$100 in cash wages during 1955, he 
is adv ised in the booklet to keep 
a record of the name, social se­ 
amount of wages 
paid 
to the 
worker. The farm employ er, more­ 
ov er, is told that he should deduct 
two percent social security t a x 
from all cash wages paid to each 
such employ ee. As the employ er, 
he must contribute an equal a- 
mount, report the wages, and pay 
the total social security tax of four 
percent to the District Director of 
Internal Rev enue. 
The booklet includes an applica­ 
tion form which employ ers of farm 
workers may send to the District 
Director in order to obtain further 
instructions, tax return forms, and 
an employ er’s identification num­ 
ber. 
Spot Cotton 
Remains Steady 
Spot cotton prices were steady in 
most South Central A-ea markets 
this week, according to the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Trading in 
spot markets continued slow and 
the v olume of reported sales was 
the smallest for any week since 
August 1954.

Middling 1 1-16’ cotton was quot­ 
ed on the Memphis market at 37.00 
cents per pound on Thursday , Feb. 
24. This is the same price as quoted 
a week earlier and compares with 
35.5 cents a y ear ago. The Little 
Rock and Greenwood price f or 
Middling 1 1-16” was 37.00 cents 
on Feb. 24 and the New Orleans 
, price was 36.45 cents. A small v ol­ 
ume of loan equities sold during 
the week at prices that netted pro­ 
ducers from $2.50 to $7.50 per bale, 
depending upon the quality . 
Trading was at a slow rate on 
spot cotton markets in the South 
Central Area this week Shipper 
dem and slackened and was confin­ 
ed largely to qualities and quanti­ 
ties needed to meet nearby com­ 
m itm ents. Even running lots of 
Middling and above grades in sta­ 
ple lengths 1 1-32” through 1%” 
were in strongest dem and. Offer­ 
ings of most qualities were limit­ 
ed in volume at current prices. 
Trading among shippers was ac­ 
tive. A small volume of loan equi­ 
ties sold during the week but most 
buyers were not willing to pay 
prices asked by farm ers for equi­ 
ties. Reported sales on the Mem­ 
phis, Little Rock, New Orleans and 
Greenwood markets totaled 53,300 
bales comparel with 76.700 last 
week. In the correstponding week 
a year ago sales on the Memphis, 
Little Rook and New Orleans m ar­ 
kets totaled 58 ,100 bales. 
Domestic mill purchases were 
sm all in volume and consisted 
mostly of small lots for prompt 
and nearby shipment. 
Inquiries 
from foreign sources were fairly 
numerous but purchases by foreign 
spinners were limited in volume. 
Prices bid by both foreign and do­ 
mestic mills were unattractive to 
m any shippers.

Grassroots Me e ting Shape 
MCPA Policies, Programs 


Three new and major projects' 
for the officers and directors of 
Missouri Cotton Producers during 
the coming fiscal year have taken 
form during the series of county 
meetings held during the week of 
Feb. 13, Hilton L. Bracey, MCPA 
ex ecutive vice president, said this 
week. 
Not necessarily in the order of 
importance, they are; rationaliza­ 
tion of the diverted acreage pro­ 
gram which was suspended last 
season in the face of overwhelm­ 
ing protest; and which will almost 
certainly be applied in some form 
during 1956; 
amendment of the 
order placing farm workers under 
the provisions of the Social Secur­ 
ity Law to allow farm operators to 
comply without a complete change 
over from present operating meth­ 
ods; and clarification of the pres­ 
ent muddle into which control by 
at least three separate government 
agencies has put Cotton Ex ports. 
In resolution form, the three direc­ 
tions from members of the Associ­ 
ation will be presented for approval 
at the annual meeting to belield in 
Kennett, March 
17. 
Div erted Acres 
Put into mothballs after 
a na­ 
tionwide storm of protest, the Di­ 
verted Acreage Program would 
provide an allover restriction on 
the use of individual farms for the 
production of cash crops. Farm ers 
would be required to leave part of 
their land fallow, or to devote it 
to non-revenue conservation prac­ 
tice cropping. As officially an­ 
nounced in the spring of 
1954, the 
Diverted Acreage Program in m a­ 
ny cases would have reduced the 
acreage of many farm ers below the 
level required to support a self sus­ 
taining farm operation. Producer 
protests caused the USDA to drop 
the program for this year. 
Bracey believes that the Associ­ 
ation will direct its officers to try 
to effect an am endm ent to the di­ 
rective providing that, in no case, 
shall the individual farm er be re­ 
quired to divert to non-revenue pro­ 
duction a proportion of his land 
greater than a stated percentage, 
variously set at from 
15 to 20 per 
cent! Failing complete recall of the 
directive for at least another year, 
the ex ecutive vice president be­ 
lieves that such an amendment 
would make the directive possible 
for the average farm er to “live 
with.” 
It was pointed out that the direc­ 
tive — almost fatal in its present 
form to farming operations limited 
to one, two or three crops — is 
actually much less dangerous to a 
farming economy based on wider 
diversification. The cotton produc­ 
er, with soybeans as a second crop, 
and very minor third choice of oth’- 
er products, will likely stand pretty 
much alone in his protests on this 
issue, Bracey believes. 
Social Security 
Collection of and contribution of 
Social Security payments under 
the ex panded Social Security Law 
would be comparatively insigniifc- 
ant, MCPA members believe; ex ­ 
cept that operation of the law im ­ 
poses an impossible task of record 
keeping on the cotton farmer. Ex ­ 
panded to require that the farm 
owner, operator or tenant must 
withhold two per cent of the wages 
paid to any farm employee during 
any calendar year over $100; and 
remit same with a contribution of 
two per cent of said wages to t h e 
Department of Internal Revenue. 
Said rem ittance must be accom­ 
panied by a statem ent of t h e 
name, address and Social Security 
number of the worker, and a record 
of his total earnings from the em­ 
ployer. Under instructions and def­ 
initions issued by the Department 
of Internal Revenue, the farm er 
would be charged with the respon­ 
sibility of keeping an accurate rec- 


At present there are 20 members 
in the association.

ord of ev ery employ ed person ex ­ 
cept tenants operating under y ear- 
to-y ear contracts, and some special 
serv ices such as custom plowing, 
harv esting, spray ing and lev elling 
in which the serv ices embrace both 
machine and operator. 
Sharecroppers, under present in­ 
terpretations, would be subject to 
the Social Security Law, ex cept in 
cases where the landlord made an 
actual, phy sical div ision of the cot­ 
ton crop, allowing the sharecropper 
to haul away and dispose of his 
proportionate share of the actual 
cotton. 
Bracey told the MCPA

meetings. Otherwise the tax should 
be withheld by the landlord from 
the sharecropper’s part of the gin 
pay ments. 
Truckers, labor haulers, "cap­ 
tains” , or other persons who re­ 
cruit labor during the chopping and 
picking seasons, may or may not 
qualify under the law as employ ers 
so as to leav e the landowner tenant 
or farm operator ex empt from re­ 
sponsibility for withholding of the 
tax and the keeping of records. Ip 
almost ev ery case, it was ex plained 
at the county meetings, the farmer 
may be ultimately charged with 
this responsibility whether he con­ 
sidered himself liable or not at the 
time the serv ices were rendered. 
And, this responsibility ex tends not 
only to a sharecropper, or trucker, 
but to ev ery indiv idual person pro­ 
duced or hired by these indiv iduals. 
Projected Remedy 
Bracey 
told 
the 
Association 
members that the Social Security 
Administration fav ors a change in 
the prov isions of the act which 
would require 
withholding only 
after a farm laborer has earned as 
much as $200 (instead of the pres­ 
ent $100) within a calendar y ear. 
The Association will work toward 
a further relax ation of this prov i­ 
sion, making the minimum amount 
$250 earnings; which would safe­ 
guard the employ er in case of most 
cotton choppers or pickers. 
The Association also will mov e 
for a redefinition of the present 
rule to clearly classify sharecrop­ 
pers as self employ ed and to lay 
down definite classifications f or 
other landlorthtenamt, or employ er- 
employ ee relationships. Under ex ­ 
isting circumstances and present 
definitions, the farm operator could 
only entirely safeguard his inter­ 
ests by keeping complete records 
on ev ery person who works on the 
farm ex cept contract renters and 
custom contractors, Bracey told 
the members. Before the opening 
of the coming farming season, the 
Association hopes it will 
h a v e 
workable rules for apply ing t h e 
Social Security Law to the farm­ 
er’s operation, the ex ecutiv e v ice- 
president said.

Starter Fertilisers for Corn 
Farm ers getting reports of soil 
tests are sometimes confused by 
the fact that we recommend a 
starter fertilizer applied in the row 
containing all three of the most 
essential plant food elements even 
when the soil tests shows the sup­ 
ply of phosphate, potash is very 
high. Ibey are even more con­ 
fused when the same amount and 
kind of starter is recommended 
for another field where the supply 
of these elements is definitely low. 
The reason for these recommen­ 
dations will be better understood 
when it is recognized that only a 
sm all part of the 180 pounds of 
phosphate and 260 pounds of pot­ 
ash, for example, reported to be 
available, Is actually available un­ 
til the soil is well warmed up 
long after the usual planting time. 
What the starter does is to give 
the young plants a small supply of 
a fertilizer sack” form of nitro- 
gf?n, phosphate and potash to get 
started on before the ample sup­ 
ply that may exist in the soil is 
getting into a form in which it can 
be used by the plants. Another fac­ 
tor is the nearness of the plant 
food, meaning that the feeder roots 
get something to use before they 
are long enough to reach out for 
the more widely scattered supply 
in the soil. 
While starter fertiliztr should al­ 
ways contain all three of the most 
essential plant foods, nitrogen and 
phosphate are the most important 
This application should always be 
near or under the row as close as 
possible but not so close as to in 
jure the germination of the seed. 
Starter fertilizers alone don’t make 
a corn crop. Apparently the great 
cst returns come when used sup­ 
plem entary to a much larger basic 
application which in many cases 
will consist of nitrogen alone. 
I had the cooperation of several 
local farm ers last year who con­ 
ducted 
field 
demonstrations 
to 
show what might be expected from 
starter fertilizer applications. Har­ 
old Burden applied 250 pounds of 
muriate of potash and 100 pounds 
of anhydrous ammonia per acre on 
an entire field. By applying a start­ 
er of 3-12-12 per acre on most of 
the field he increased the yield 8.3 
bushels per acre. J. L. Clevidence 
found that a few rows in each of 
two fields that did not receive 15 
pounds of 12-12-12 per acre in ad­ 
dition to 125 pounds of anhydrous 
ammonia produced 37 bushels less 
in one case and 52 bushels per 
acre less in another. This very un­ 
usual increase, due to the starter, 
is probably to be accounted for by 
the starter fertilizer, corn getting 
past the critical stage before the 
July heat, while that not receiving 
the starter didn’t. However, Mr.

As the parliam entary battle over 
ratification entered its third day, 
the clashing lawmakers faced the 
prospect of an all-night session be­ 
fore reaching a vote. All hope for 
French approval of German sov­ 
ereignty and rearm am ent rested 
on the outcome. 
Despite the fierceness of t h e 
fight, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
seemed certain of victory in his 
drive to push the pacts through 
the Bundestag, the lower House of 
the West German Parliament. 
The Socialists virtually conceded 
defeat in advance by summoning 
party chiefs to a conference im ­ 
mediately after the close of debate 
‘to consider the new political sit­ 
uation.” 
There was no clear indication 
when the final vote might come 
Using near-filibuster tactics of long 
speeches 
and 
frequent interrup­ 
tions, the opponents of the pacts 
have delayed the proceedings so 
much that today’s schedule showed 
a big backlog of speakers. 
Although the Bundestag rarely 
sits after midnight, the govern­ 
ment anxious for quick ratifica­ 
tion, was ready to continue t h e 
debate into Sunday morning if nec­ 
essary to reach an end at t hi s 
sitting. 
The House was scheduled to take 
a semifinal vote after all sections 
of the treaties have been discussed. 
Then Adenauer and Socialist party 
Chief Erich Ollenhauer were to 
make their last bid for support 
before the final ballot. 
If approved, t h e ratification 
laws must be returned to the Bun- 
desrat (upper House) for final ac­ 
tion before being sent to President 
Th«x!or Heuss for his signature. 
The four treaty laws before the 
Bundestag wouW: 
1. End the 19-year Allied occupa­ 
tion of West Germany. 
2. Authorize the Western B i g 
Three Powers — France, Britain 
and the United States—to main­ 
tain arm ed forces in West Ger­ 
many. 
3. Admit West Germany into the 
7-nation West European Union and 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization. 
4. “ Europeanize” 
the strategic 
Saar. 
The government seemed certain 
to win overwhelming majorities on 
the first three. Only the trouble­ 
some Saar agreement face a close 
squeeze. 
Under the agreement, the Saar 
would be controlled by a European 
commission. The heavily-industri­ 
alized area, German before World 
War II, is now autonomous but tied 
economically to France.

It bothers the 
legislators more than manv of the 
other problems before them be­ 
cause it’s a problem that strikes 
home.

They can solve penal and hospit­ 
al problems by appropriating mon­ 
ey and passing a few basic laws. 
There hasn ’t b«*n much argument 
oil t l i v j c things. 


But schools? That’s something 
else. Everyone has some of t h e 
answers and no one has the final 
solution 
You get a plan worked 
out—and here come the war babies 
to make it out of date. 
If Gov. Phil M 
D m nelly h a s 
any ideas on the subject he has 
kept silent, leaving the problem to 
the Legislature. 
Two years ago D m nelly vetoed 
a so-called “ bonus” appropriation 
of $9’\ million in state aid f o r 
schools. That became a subject of 
bitter controversy in the 1954 cam ­ 
paign The end result was that the 
governor had no specific recom­ 
mendations on seh«)l aid when the 
Legislature convened last month 
Since then all kinds of propoaals 
have been advanced — including 
one to legalize betting on horse 
races in order to help the human 
race through more school aid. 
Anybody’s Guess 
What will happen? It’s anyone’s 
guess at this point in the life of 
the five-month Legislature. Right 
now the only safe bet is that solu­ 
tion of the problem won’t c o m e 
without a lot of fighting. 
That was borne out in the Sen­ 
ate this past week. 
A bill to change the whole sys­ 
tem of state aid for schools came 
up for action. It was stalled by 
opponents who fell back on Senate 
traditions to delay a vote. It is 
«xpected to come up again next 
week. 
Traditionally, Missouri has set 
joiilc' uiic-tiiiiii >4 iti, general rev­ 


enue for school aid. That amount­ 
ed to about $45 million this school 
year. 
Thursday, the House passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to in­ 
crease the amount to 37^ per cent 
or about $6 million more a year. 
But the “ foundation” bill t h e 
Senate has been fighting about 
abandons the flat percentage theo­ 
ry entirely. Its sponsors say that 
for the first time it would p u t 
school aid on a basis of good edu­ 
cation for the child instead of a 
formula geared to so much money 
for this district and so much for 
that one. 
YVins Every Test 
On every test so far, backers of 
the new plan have won in t h c 
Senate. If it passes there, it still 
must face the House. And in the 
House a small voice from one dis­ 
trict can make a lot of noise over 
the public address system. 
After the school aid oratory is 
over, the Legislature has another 
school problem — just as tough. 
How about the colleges and uni­ 
versities? 
The states “ Little Hoover’ Com­ 
mission didn’t exactly call that 
field chaotic.

It said no study ever had been 1 
m ade of the overlapping functions 
in this field and it suggested some­ 
thing should be done, and be done 
quickly.

The Socialists virtually conceded 
defeat in advance by summoning 
party chiefs to a conference im­ 
mediately after the close of debate 
‘to consider the new political sit­ 
uation.” 
There was no clear indication 
when the final vote might come 
Using near-filibuster tactics of long 
speeches and frequent interrup­ 
tions, the opponents of the pacts 
have delayed the proceedings so 
much that today’s schedule showed 
a big backlog of speakers. 
Although the Bundestag rarely 
sits after midnight, the govern­ 
ment anxious for quick ratifica­ 
tion, was ready to continue t h e 
debate into Sunday morning if nec­ 
essary to reach an end at t hi s 
sitting 
The House was scheduled to take 
a semifinal vote after all sections 
of the treaties have been discussed. 
Then Adenauer and Socialist party 
Chief Erich OUenhauer were to 
make their last bid for support 
before the final ballot. 
If approved, t h e ratification 
laws must be returned to the Bun- 
desrat (upper House) for final ac­ 
tion before being sent to President 
Theodor Heuss for his signature. 
The four treaty laws before tho 
Bundestag wou’4: 
1. End the 10-year Allied occupa­ 
tion of West Germany. 
2. Authorize the Western B i g 
Three Powers — France, Britain 
and the United States—to main­ 
tain armed forces in West Ger­ 
many. 
3. Admit West Germany into the 
7-nation West European Union and 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization. 
4. ‘‘Europeanize” the strategic 
Saar. 
The government seemed certain 
to win overwhelming majorities on 
the first three. Only the trouble­ 
some Saar agreement face a close 
squeeze. 
Under the agreement, the Saar 
would be controlled by a European 
commission. The heavily-industri­ 
alized area, German before World 
War II, is now autonomous but tied 
economically to France.

Two years ago Donnelly vetoed 
a so-called "bonus” appropriation 
of $9,/* million in state aid fo r 
schools. That became a subject of 
bitter controversy in the 1954 cam­ 
paign. The end result was that the 
governor had no specific recom­ 
mendations on school aid when the 
Legislature convened last month. 
Since then all kinds of propoaals 
have been advanced — including 
one to legalize betting on horse 
races in order to help the human 
race through more school aid. 
Anybody’s Guess 
What will happen? Ifs anyone’s 
guess at this point in the life of 
the five-month Legislature. Right 
now the only safe bet is that solu­ 
tion of the problem won’t c o m e 
without a lot of fighting. 
That was borne out in the Sen­ 
ate this past week. 
A bill to change the whole sys­ 
tem of state aid for schools came 
up for action. It was stalled by 
opponents who fell back on Senate 
traditions to delay a vote. It is 
expected to come up again next 
week. 
Traditionally, Missouri has set 
jiSidfc uiit-Uiiiii ut Us general rev­ 


enue for school aid That amount­ 
ed to about $45 million this school 
year. 
Thursday, the House passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to in­ 
crease the amount to 37Ms per cent 
or about $6 million more a year. 
But the “ foundation” bill t h e 
Senate has been fighting about 
abandons the flat percentage theo­ 
ry entirely. Its sponsors say that 
for the first time it would p u t 
school aid on a basis of good edu­ 
cation for the child instead of a 
formula geared to so much money 
for this district and so much for 
that one. 
Wins Every Test 
On every test so far, backers of 
the new plan have won in t h e 
Senate. If it passes there, it still 
must face the House. And in the 
House a small voice from one dis­ 
trict can make a lot of noise over 
the public address system. 
After the school aid oratory is 
over, the Legislature has another 
school problem — just as tough. 
How about the colleges and uni­ 
versities? 
The states "Little Hoover’ Com­ 
mission didn’t exactly call that 
field chaotic. But it came pretty 
close. 
It said no study ever had been 
made of the overlapping functions 
in this field and it suggested some­ 
thing should be done, and be done 
quickly.

The Church Pro­ 
claims The Gospel 
By Clint H. Denman 
The rapid growth of the Christian 
church during the first century of 
the Christian era was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that the followers 
of Jesus did two things: 
1. They obeyed the command of 
Jesus to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. 
2. They depended implicitly on 
His promise that Jesus would go 
with them and be with them al­ 
ways. 
The command included taking 
the gospel of salvation to all peo­ 
ple, regardless of race, 
color or 
condition. The belief in salvation 
for all was a new doctrine to the 
first 
followers 
of Jesus. 
Before 
their association with Him, they 
had been taught to believe that sal­ 
vation was for only a small seg­ 
ment of humanity, that some folks 
were not even capable of receiving 
this priceless gift of God. 
While it is believed that all of 
the eleven of the original disci­ 
ples of Jesus finally overcame their 
prejudices 
concerning 
specially 
favored people, Paul was perhaps 
the first to realize fully that God’s 
love and saving grace could be 
accepted by any person anywhere 
and at any time. 
It has taken some professing 
Christian people a long time to 
learn that Jesus came to save all 
mankind, not just white folks or 
people who live in certain countries 
or those who belong to some par­ 
ticular church, party or club. 
There have been, and perhaps 
still are, certain would-be church 
leaders who refuse to believe that 
Jesus meant what He said when 
He commanded His followers to 
preach the Gospel to every crea- I 
ture. There have been some church 
denominations that have made no 
effort to include the heathen a- 
mong those needing the gospel of 
Jesus. And, because of that atti­ 
tude, such denominations no long­ 
er exist. It is a well known fact 
that 
those 
church 
organizations 
which have been and are m o s t 
missionary in their outuok are the 
ones that have been and are of 
greatest worth to the Kingdom of 
God. 
And so the early Christian lead­ 
ers were effective in their work of 
extending the Kingdom of God be­ 
cause they obeyed the command 
of Jesus to include all mankind in 
that kingdom. Effective Christian 
workers have dnnn that in all the 
succeeding centuries. 
Those early Christian leaders al­ 
so found that Jesus kept His prom­ 
ise to be with them. He was indeed 
with them in all the trials and per­ 
secutions which they suffered and 
has been with all Christian work­ 
ers who have dared to proclaim 
His blessed gospel. 
Paul declared that for him to 
live was Christ and that the Christ 
“lives in men” A sustaining faith 
in Jesus enabled Paul and his as­ 
sociates to take the Gospel to the 
gentiles and to see many of them 
accept it. Such a faith became the 
solid foundation against which the 
“gates of hell” could not prevail. 


The early disciples of Jesus were 
also encouraged to proclaim His 
gospel because they knew it was 
based on the best morals the world 
had ever known. They had seen 
Jesus heal the sick, open deaf ears, 
make blind eyes to see, cleanse 
lepers, restore reason to the in­ 
sane, give life to the dead. They 
had 
seen 
Him 
exemplify 
those 
heavenly virtues of kindness, gen­ 
tleness, 
meekness, 
unselfishness, 
sympathy, mercy and love. They 
had seen Jesus extend the helping 
hand to thousands of needy people. 
More than that, the first disci­ 
ples of Jesus had seen Him give the 
power to do such helpful, kindly 
deeds to His followers. They had 
confidence in a cause that was bas­ 
ed on such an attitude toward man­ 
kind. So confident were those dis­ 
ciples that such a cause would 
prevail they were willing to risk 
their lives in telling others about it, 
knowing full well that, if they fell 
in doing so, others would take up 
the work and carry it to victory. 
That is what did happen. 
The early messengers of the gos­ 
pel of Jesus were also sustained 
by the experience of their own 
lives — the personal experience of 
the transforming, saving power of 
Him who alone can transform and 
save. Messengers of the Christian 
church have always been sustain­ 
ed by that power as they have ef­ 
fectively proclaimed the gospel of 
Him who declared, “I am He that 
liveth, and was dead, and behold 
am alive forevermore.”

The Church Pro­ 
claims The Gospel 
By Clint H. Denman 
The rapid growth of the Christian 
church during the first century of 
the Christian era was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that the followers 
of Jesus did two things: 
1. They obeyed the command of 
Jesus to preach the Gospel to every 
creature. 
2. They depended implicitly on 
His promise that Jesus would go 
with them and be with them al­ 
ways. 
The command included taking 
the gospel of salvation to all peo­ 
ple, regardless of race, 
color or 
condition. The belief in salvation 
for all was a new doctrine to the 
first followers of Jesus. Before 
their association with Him, they 
had been taught to believe that sal­ 
vation was for only a small seg­ 
ment of humanity, that some folks 
were not even capable of receiving 
this priceless gift of God. 
While it is believed that all of 
the eleven of the original disci­ 
ples of Jesus finally overcame their 
prejudices 
concerning 
specially 
favored people, Paul was perhaps 
the first to realize fully that God’s 
love and saving grace could be 
accepted by any person anywhere 
and at any time. 
It has taken some professing 
Christian people a long time to 
learn that Jesus came to save all 
mankind, not just white folks or 
people who live in certain countries 
or those who belong to some par­ 
ticular church, party or club. 
There have been, and perhaps 
still are, certain would-be church 
leaders who refuse to believe that 
Jesus m eant what He said when 
He commanded His followers to 
preach the Gospel to every crea­ 
ture. There have been some church 
denominations that have made no 
effort to incllide the heathen a- 
mong those needing tho gospel of 
Jesus. And, because of that atti­ 
tude, such denominations no long­ 
er exist. It is a well known fact 
that 
those 
church 
organizations 
which have been and are m o s t 
missionary in their outlook are the 
ones that have been and are of 
greatest worth to the Kingdom of 
God. 
And so the early Christian lead­ 
ers were effective in their work of 
extending the Kingdom of God be­ 
cause they obeyed the command 
of Jesus to include all mankind in 
that kingdom. Effective Christian 
workers have H^no that in all the 
succeeding centuries. 
Those early Christian leaders al­ 
so found that Jesus kept His prom­ 
ise to be with them. He was indeed 
with them in all the trials and per­ 
secutions which they suffered and 
has been with all Christian work­ 
ers who have dared to proclaim 
His blessed gospel. 
Paul declared that for him to 
live was Christ and that the Christ 
“lives in men” A sustaining faith 
in Jesus enabled Paul and his as­ 
sociates to take the Gospel to the 
gentiles and to see many of them 
accept it. Such a faith became the 
solid foundation against which the 
“gates of hell” could not prevail. 


The early disciples of Jesus were 
also encouraged to proclaim His 
gospel because they knew it was 
based on the best morals the world 
had ever known. They had seen 
Jesus heal the sick, open deaf ears, 
make blind eyes to see, cleanse 
lepers, restore reason to the in­ 
sane, give life to the dead. They 
had seen 
Him exemplify those 
heavenly virtues of kindness, gen­ 
tleness, 
meekness, unselfishness, 
sympathy, mercy and love. They 
had seen Jesus extend the helping 
hand to thousands of needy people. 
More than that, the first disci­ 
ples of Jesus had seen Him give the 
power to do such helpful, kindly 
deeds to His followers. They had 
confidence in a cause that was bas­ 
ed on such an attitude toward man­ 
kind. So confident were those dis­ 
ciples that such a cause would 
prevail they were willing to risk 
their lives in telling others about it, 
knowing full well that, if they fell 
in doing so, others would take up 
the work and carry it to victory. 
That is what did happen. 
The early messengers of the gos­ 
pel of Jesus w’ere also sustained 
by the experience of their own 
lives — the personal experience of 
the transforming, saving power of 
Him who alone can transform and 
save. Messengers of the Christian 
church have always been sustain­ 
ed by that power as they have ef­ 
fectively proclaimed the gospel of 
Him who declared, “I am He that 
liveth, and was dead, and behold 
am alive forevermore.”

New Egg Law Proposed 
Egg producers, dealers, re ta il­ 
ers, and consum ers wull all be a f­ 
fected by the proposed new egg 
law that has been introduced into 
the M issouri Legislature. 
The sponsors of the new egg 
law feel that its passage w ill e n ­ 
able poultrym en to be paid ac­ 
cording to the quality of the pro­ 
duct that is being m arketed, in­ 
crease consum ption and give con­ 
sum er confidence in eggs being 
purchased, and im prove outside 
m arkets for M issouri eggs. 
It is 
felt th at careful 
study 
should be given the proposed bill 
and recom m endations m ade to the 
Senators and R epresentatives of 
the Missouri Legislature. Any one 
desiring 
com plete 
inform ation 
should obtain a copy of House 
Bill No. 177 from their R epres­ 
entative. 
Some of the key points of the 
proposed new’ egg law are given 
below’. In this bill, “eggs” are d e­ 
fined as eggs in the shell from 
chickens. (1) The standards for 
eggs sold shall not be low er th an 
those established by the U.

(2) 
Only eggs of the quality stan d ard 
designated G rade “AA”,

shall be sold to any consum er 
by any person. (3) All eggs m ust 
be kept, except w hile being tra n s­ 
ported, at a tem perature not h ig h ­ 
er than 
65 degrees 
F ahrenheit 
from the tim e the eggs are first 
received from the producer u n til 
delivered to the consum er.

Not necessarily in the order of 
im portance, they are; rationaliza­ 
tion of the diverted acreage pro­ 
gram which was suspended last 
season in the face of overwhelm ­ 
ing protest; and which will alm ost 
certainly be applied in some form 
during

am endm ent of the 
order placing farm workers under 
the provisions of the Social Secur­ 
ity Law to allow farm operators to 
comply without a complete change 
over from present operating m eth­ 
ods; and clarification of the pres­ 
ent muddle into which control by 
at least three separate governm ent 
agencies has put Cotton Exports. 
In resolution form, the three direc­ 
tions from m em bers of the Associ­ 
ation will be presented for approval 
at the annual m eeting to be held in 
K ennett. M arch 17. 
D iverted Acres 
Put into m othballs after a na­ 
tionwide storm of protest, the Di­ 
verted 
A creage 
Program 
would 
provide an allover restriction on 
the use of individual farm s for the 
production of cash crops. F arm ers 
would be required to leave p art of 
their land fallow, or to devote it 
to non-revenue conservation prac­ 
tice cropping. 
As 
officially 
an­ 
nounced in the spring of 1954, the 
Diverted Acreage Program in m a­ 
ny cases would have reduced the 
acreage of m any farm ers below the 
level required to support a self sus­ 
taining farm operation. Producer 
protests caused the USDA to drop 
the program for this year. 
Bracey believes that the Associ­ 
ation will direct its officers to try 
to effect an am endm ent to the di­ 
rective providing that, in no case, 
shall the individual farm er be re­ 
quired to divert to non-revenue pro­ 
duction a proportion of his land 
greater than a stated percentage, 
variously set at from 15 to 20 per 
cent. Failing com plete recall of the 
directive for at least another year, 
the executive vice president be­ 
lieves that such an am endm ent 
would m ake the directive possible 
for the average farm er to “ live 
w ith.” 
It was pointed out that the direc­ 
tive — alm ost fatal in its present 
form to farm ing operations lim ited 
to one, two or three crops — is 
actually m uch less dangerous to a 
farm ing econom y based on wider 
diversification. The cotton produc­ 
er. with soybeans as a second crop, 
and very m inor third choice of oth’- 
er products, will likely stand pretty 
much alone in his protests on this 
issue, B racey believes. 
Social Security 
Collection of and contribution of 
Social Security paym ents under 
the expanded Social Security Law 
would be com paratively insigniifc- 
ant, MCPA m em bers believe; ex­ 
cept that operation of the law im ­ 
poses an impossible task of record 
keeping on the cotton farm er. Ex­ 
panded to require that the farm 
owner, operator or tenant m ust 
withhold tw’o per cent of the wages 
paid to any farm em ployee during 
any calendar year over $100; and 
rem it sam e with a contribution of 
two per cent of said w’ages to t h e 
D epartm ent of Internal Revenue. 
Said rem ittance m ust be accom ­ 
panied by a statem ent of t h e 
nam e, address and Social Security 
num ber of the worker, and a record 
of his total earnings from the em ­ 
ployer. U nder instructions and def­ 
initions issued by the D epartm ent 
of Internal Revenue, the farm er 
would be charged with the respon­ 
sibility of keeping an accurate rec- 


At present there are 20 m em bers 
in the association. They have paid

ord of every employed person ex­ 
cept tenants operating under year- 
to-year contracts, and some special 
services such as custom plowing, 
harvesting, spraying and levelling 
in which the services em brace both 
m achine and operator. 
Sharecroppers, under present in­ 
terpretations, would be subject to 
the Social Security Law, except in 
cases where the landlord m ade an 
actual, physical division of the cot­ 
ton crop, allowing the sharecropper 
to haul away and dispose of his 
proportionate share of the actual 
cotton. 
Bracey 
told 
the 
MCPA 
m em bers 
attending

m eetings. Otherwise the tax should 
be withheld by the landlord from 
the sharecropper’s part of the gin 
paym ents. 
T ruckers, labor haulers, “ cap­ 
tain s” , or other persons who re­ 
cruit labor during the chopping and 
picking seasons, m ay or m ay not 
qualify under the law as em ployers 
so as to leave the landow ner tenant 
or farm operator exem pt from re­ 
sponsibility for withholding of the 
tax and the keeping of records. In 
alm ost every case, it was explained 
at the county m eetings, the farm er 
m ay be ultim ately charged with 
this responsibility w hether he con­ 
sidered him self liable or not at the 
tim e the services w ere rendered. 
And, this responsibility extends not 
only to a sharecropper, or trucker, 
but to every individual person pro­ 
duced or hired by these individuals. 
Projected Remedy 
B racey 
told 
the 
Association 
m em bers that the Social Security 
A dm inistration favors a change in 
the provisions of the act which 
would 
require 
withholding 
only 
after a farm laborer has earned as 
much as $200 (instead of the pres­ 
ent $100) within a calendar year. 
Tile Association will work toward 
a further relaxation of this provi­ 
sion, m aking the m inim um am ount 
$250 earnings; which would safe­ 
guard the em ployer in case of m ost 
cotton choppers or pickers. 
The Association also will move 
for a redefinition of the present 
ru le to clearly classify sharecrop­ 
pers as self employed and to lay 
down definite classifications f o r 
other landlorchtenant, or cm ployer- 
em ployee relationships. Under ex­ 
isting circum stances and present 
definitions, the farm operator could 
only entirely safeguard his in ter­ 
ests by keeping com plete records 
on every person who works on the 
farm except contract renters and 
custom 
contractors, 
Bracey told 
the m em bers. Before the opening 
of the com ing farm ing season, the 
Association hopes it will h a v e 
w orkable rules for applying t h e 
Social Security Law to the farm ­ 
e r’s operation, the executive vice­ 
president said.

Starter Fertilisers for Corn 
Farmers getting reports of soil 
tests are sometimes confused 
by 
the fact that w*e recommend a 
starter fertilizer applied in the row 
containing all three of the most 
essential plant food elements even 
when the soil tests shows the sup­ 
ply of phosphate, potash is very 
high, liiey are even more con­ 
fused when the same amount and 
kind of starter is recommended 
for another field where the supply 
of these elements is definitely low. 
The reason for these recommen­ 
dations will be better understood 
when it is recognized that only a 
small part of the 180 pounds of 
phosphate and 260 pounds of pot­ 
ash, for example, reported to be 
available, is actually available un­ 
til the soil is well warmed up 
long after the usual planting time. 
What the starter does is to give 
the young plants a small supply of 
a fertilizer sack” form of nitro­ 
gen, phosphate and potash to get 
started on before the ample sup­ 
ply that may exist in the soil is 
getting into a form in which it can 
be used by the plants. Another fac­ 
tor is the nearness of the plant 
food, meaning that the feeder roots 
get something to use before they 
are long enough to reach out for 
the more widely scattered supply 
in the soil. 
While starter fertiliztr should al­ 
ways contain all three of the most 
essential plant foods, nitrogen and 
nhosphate are the most important. 
This application should always be 
near or under the row as close as 
possible but not so close as to in­ 
jure the germination of the seed. 
Starter fertilizers alone don’t make 
a corn crop. Apparently the great­ 
est returns come when used sup­ 
plem entary to a much larger basic 
application which in many cases 
will consist of nitrogen alone. 
I had the cooperation of several 
local farm ers last year who con­ 
ducted 
field 
demonstrations 
to 
show w'hat might be expected from 
starter fertilizer applications. Har­ 
old Burden applied 250 pounds of 
muriate of potash and 100 pounds 
of anhydrous ammonia per acre on 
an entire field By aoplving a start­ 
er of 3-12-12 per acre on most of 
the field he increased the yield 8.3 
bushels per acre. J L. Clevidence 
found that a few row's in each of 
twro fields that did not receive 15 
pounds of 12-12-12 per acre in ad­ 
dition to 125 pounds of anhydrous 
ammonia produced 37 bushels loss 
in one case and 52 bushels per 
acre less in another. This very un­ 
usual increase, due to the starter, 
is probably to be accounted for by 
the starter fertilizer, corn getting 
past the critical stage before the 
July heat, while that not receiving 
the starter didn’t. However, Mr. 
Clevidence also conducted a test 
in

corn where the same amount of

Starter Fertilisers for Corn 
Farm ers getting reports of soil 
tests are sometimes confused 
by 
the fact that w’e recommend a 
starter fertilizer applied in the row 
containing all three of the most 
essential plant food elements even 
when the soil tests shows the sup­ 
ply of phosphate, potash is very 
high. They are even more con­ 
fused when the same amount and 
kind of starter is recommended 
for another field where the supply 
of these elements is definitely low 
The reason for these recommen­ 
dations will bo better understood 
when it is recognized that only a 
small part of the 180 pounds of 
phosphate and 260 pounds of pot­ 
ash, for example, reported to be 
available, is actually available un­ 
til the soil is well warmed up 
long after the usual planting time. 
What the starter does is to give 
the young plants a small supply of 
a fertilizer sack” form of nitro­ 
gen, phosphate and potash to get 
.started on before the ample sup­ 
ply that may exist in the soil is 
getting into a form in which it can 
be used by the plants. Another fac­ 
tor is the nearness of the plant 
food, meaning that the feeder roots 
get something to use before they 
are long enough to reach out for 
the more widely scattered supply 
in the soil. 
While starter fertiliztr should al­ 
ways contain all three of the most 
essential plant foods, nitrogen and 
phosphate are the most important. 
This application should always bo 
near or under the row as close as 
possible but not so close as to in­ 
jure the germination of the seed. 
Starter fertilizers alone don’t make 
a corn crop. Apparently the great­ 
est returns come when used sup­ 
plem entary to a much larger basic 
application which in many cases 
will consist of nitrogen alone. 
I had the cooperation of several 
local farm ers last year who con­ 
ducted

demonstrations 
to 
show w’hat might be ex p e cts from 
starter fertilizer applications. H ar­ 
old Burden applied 250 pounds of 
muriate of potash and IOO pounds 
of anhydrous ammonia per acre on 
an entire field. By applying a start­ 
er of 3-12-12 per acre on most of 
the field he increased the yield 8.3 
bushels per acre. J. L. Clevidence 
found that a few rows in each of 
two fields that did not receive 15 
pounds of 12-12-12 per acre in ad­ 
dition to 125 pounds of anhydrous 
ammonia produced 37 bushels less 
in one case and 52 bushels per 
acre less in another. This very un­ 
usual increase, due to the starter, 
is probably to be accounted for by 
the starter fertilizer, corn getting 
past the critical stage before the 
July heat, while that not receiving 
the starter didn’t.
